Boycott gives tribe

Girls commit more crimes on their own

Juvenile crime experts have 
spotted a disturbing, nationwide 
pattern of teenage girls becoming 
more sophisticated and indepen- 
dent criminals. In the past, girls' 
would almost always commit 
crimes .with boys or men. But 
now, more than ever, they’re calL 
ingtheir "own shots." 

Tran rgfr girls increasingly arc 
jlt the Renter of conspirari es to 


commit serious crimes, although 
the trend has been largely 
ignored amid the recent spare of 
school shootings and violent 
crimes by boys. While arrest rates 
for boys are actually flat, those 
for girls have increased signifi- 
cantly, national cxime_statistics _ 

- .Three reJfcnt high-profile cases- 
in the San Frandsco Bay area 
illustrate the trend. In two cases, 
the girls are charged with mur- 
der. In the third, a group of girls, 
some of them as young as 14, are 
charged with terrorizing a 15- , 
year-old gang-rape victim — at 
rim*« by physically assaulting her 
— to keep her from testifying. 


“Clearly, today we’re seeing a 
trend of women initiating the 
criminality: women as master- 
minds, women as predators," said 
Michael Rustigan,- professor of 
criminology at San Francisco , 
State University. “It used to be 
that female viol e nce was connect- 
ed with males. Now, we are see- 
ing more women committing 
crimes for gain; conspiracy mur- 
ders — it’s masculinfrtype crimi- " 
nality." 

Experts point out that the num- 
ber of girls committing serious 
violent crimes is still relatively 
small: In 1996, the most recent 
year for which numbers are avail- - 
able, 15 percent of all minors 
arrested for' violent crimes were 
female. Marc Bailer, a district 
attorney who supervises Sarita 
• dare County’s juvenile unit, calls 
cases like the local ones “isolated 
and extreme." 

But according to the National • 
Center for Juvenile Justice, 
arrests of girls have skyrocketed. 
Between 1992 and 1996, the vio- 
lent crime arrest rate for girls 
Increased by 25 percent while the 
boys’ rate remained steady. And 


between 1983 and ,1992, the 
arrest rate for violent crimes 
among girls under 18 increased , 
by 85 percent while for boys, it 
went up by 50 percent. 

In Santa Clara County, Calif, 
the felony arrest rate for girls has 
increased steadily, nearly dou- 
. bling during the last decade. In 
Califor rii n's Alameda and San 
'HatSoliuxmes, the ratebas risen" ~ 
and fallen, but ended up slightly 
'higher in 1996 than it waS in 

1967 . — 

Even as the rate for other vio- 
lent crimes has increased dramat- 
ically, the murder rate among 
girls h 11 ^ remained largely 
for more than a decade. In 1996, 

7 percent of all juveniles aire?aed 

for murder' — about 200 natton- 


Experts say girls commit t hese 
serious and conspiratorial crimes 
in different ways and for differ- 
ent reasons. In some cases, girls 
work completely on their own. 
Often, girls will jump in and com- 
mit crimes independently to pro- 
tect or help the men they are 
involved with"-— as in the Palo 
Alto gang rape case. At other

— A 
healthy man or woman can_gq 
take a flying leap, according to* 
researchers who studied injuries 
among bungee jumpers. 

“A jump, if performed under 
carefully controlled conditions, 
appears to be relatively safe and ** 
cnuses^only minor, transient 
medical complaints," said a 
report in the medical journal 
The Physician and Sports- 
medicine. 

It’s the first wide-ranging look 
at injuries in this activity, said 
Dr. Craig C. Young, the lead 
author. 

The research found 42 
jumpers had a total of 59 minor 
medical complaints. All the 
injuries healed in a week, with 


the exception of lacerations to 
one jumper who tried to grab 
the platform as he was going 
down.

There is no cure, 
but it can be kept in check with 
treatment.

Blood that is not pumped out of 
th<» heart’s main pumping cham- 
ber into the body’s circulation ;
